7. Claims 1 1-15,17,20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ogawa (U.S. Patent No. 5,321,662). 

Regarding claims 13-15,17-23, Ogawa discloses a semiconductor memory 
device (Figure 7, 100) comprising: 

a plurality of rows of memory cells (1) ;

plurality of bits from a memory controller and to transfer the plurality of bits to the rows 
state circuitry; and refresh enable circuitry (Figure 2, 20, Column 6, lines 59-67) 
configured to limit the number of rows for which refresh request are issued based on the 
bits of the row state circuitry (Column 63-67), more specifically, Ogawa discloses 
wherein the refresh enable circuitry is configured to limit the number of rows for which 
refresh requests are issued by generating a signal used to inhibit refresh requests 
(Column 4, lines 18-35), and a refresh counter (Figure 10, 13), and wherein each bit 
corresponds to a single row of memory cells (Column 3, lines 53-55). 

Regarding claims 11-12, the apparatus discussed above would perform the 
method claims 11-12.
